Local Airport 
Projects Eyed

Two Fort Worth engineering consultants 


discussed proposed improvements to Cor- 
sicana's municipal airport Tuesday with the 
Airport Board and city officials. 


The consultants said although no action was 


taken during the session, they gained sufficient 
information so that the city can expect to 
receive rough drafts of the project in ap- 
proximately 30 days. 


Dr. David Campbell, chairman of the board, 


said Tuesday's meeting was needed to clarify 
priorities and ascertain how far planning of 
proposed changes has progressed. 


The engineering consultants, G. R. (Phil) 


Philipp and Mike Monroe of Knowlton-Ratliff- 
English-Flowers, Inc.—an engineering, ar- 
chitectural and planning firm—said ap- 
proximately 75 per cent of the rough drafts are 
completed. 


THE BOARD learned the Federal Aviation 


Agency will participate in financing portions of 
the project on a three-to-one" matching funds" 
basis if the plans receive FAA approval. 


Also, The Texas Aeronautics Commission 


may contribute $50,000 for various phases of the 
construction if TAC approval is attained, ac- 
cording to Dr. Campbell. 


The consultants presented several con- 


struction alternatives and asked for the board's 
ideas concerning feasibility of financing and 
"logical operations." Basic proposals include 
extension of the airport's present runway and 
addition of a second runway. 


DECISIONS which must be made before 


final plans can be completed, Dr. Campbell 
said, include whether to use concrete or asphalt 
for runways, how much additional land will be 
required, relocation of utilities and installation 
of navigational aids. 
• Possibilities 
of renovating 
the existing 


hangar or erecting a new one, plus constructing 
a terminal building and parking facilities were 
also discussed. The consultants said they will 
include as many of the alternatives into the 
rough planning stages as possible to allow 
further comparisons by the board. 


A bond improvement program for the airport 


was rejected by Corsicana voters in 1972, ac- 
cording to Dr. Campbell. He stressed the board 
needs to begin public hearings and develop 
definite plans for the project. 


THE CHAIRMAN said local financing of the 


project will suffer unless the board can present 
specific plans and cost estimates to potential 
supporters, including the city. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood, City Manager Dick 


Ballenger and City Engineer Tom Longley 
attended the meeting. The mayor said the City 
Commitssion will consider a "model or- 
dinance" for regulation of airport operations, 
since no specific guidelines now exist. 
Hearst Reward Set 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A $50,000 reward 


for information leading to the safe return of 
Patricia Hearst was posted today by her 
parents who haven't seen her since she was 
kidnaped Feb. 4. 


Newspaper executive Randolph A. Hearst 


and his wife Catherine announced through a 
family spokesman that no names of informants 
would be disclosed. 


The $50,000 reward, put in a trust account in 


Wells Fargo Bank, raises to $300,000 the per- 
sonal funds Hearst has put up in hopes of 
gaining his daughter's release. The other 
$250,000 was part of a $2 million food giveway 
which failed to convince the kidnapers to free 
Miss Hearst. 


In addition, the Hearst Corp. offered $4 


million for food for the needy if Miss Hearst 
was returned by May 3. But the deadline passed 
without new word from the Symbionese Lib- 
eration Army, a multiracial group believed to 
number about 25 persons that has claimed re- 
sponsibility for kidnaping her.

After ordering a temporary injunction

restraint violates their constitutional rights of 
due process. 
Hoffas Lose 
Union Jobs 


DETROIT (AP) — The wife and son of for- 


mer Teamsters President James R. Hoffa have 
lost their jobs with the union and the elder 
Hoffa said the move was "a complete surprise 
to us." 


Mrs. Hoffa lost a $48,000-a-year job as head of 


the women's auxiliary of DRIVE, the union's 
political arm, and Hoffa's son lost a $30,000-a- 
year post as the union's Detroit regional at- 
torney. 


The Teamsters International Executive 


Board eliminated both positions at its meeting 
in Dallas last week, abolishing the women's 
auxiliary and terminating the services of five 
attorneys on retainer, deciding instead to 
establish a full-time legal staff in Washington, 
D.C. 


Speaking Tuesday night from his vacation 


home in Florida, Hoffa said: "All I know about 
it now is what I heard on the radio, but I'll find 
out eventually why they did it." 


Hoffa said he and his wife, Josephine, who is 


with him in Florida, were advised of the firings 
by their son, James P. Hoffa, 33, who 
telephoned them from Detroit. 


The elder Hoffa said the firings had "nothing 


at all to do" with his legal efforts to lift a ban 
against his participating in union activities 
before 1980. 


"My trying to get back into union activity is 


strictly a legal issue now between me and the 
judge in Washington," said Hoffa. "The union 
has nothing to do with it."

Sirica to Map Strategy 
To Fight for More Tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - White 


House lawyer James D. St. 
Clair informed U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica today that 
President Nixon will turn over 
no more Watergate tapes, and 
Special Prosecutor Leon Ja- 
worski said he would continue 
the court fight to get them. 


Sirica issued a 
statement 


after a meeting in his cham- 
bers saying he would meet with 
lawyers in the case Friday to 
map out the impending court 
battle. 


He said a hearing in the case 


was still set for 2 p.m. EOT 
Monday. 


St. Clair announced at the 


White House Tuesday that at- 
tempts at working out a com- 
promise over Jaworski's sub- 
poena for tapes and documents 
covering 64 White House con- 
versations had been terminated 
and that Nixon would fight the 
case to the Supreme Court if 
necessary. 


"Mr. St. Clair, special coun- 


sel to the President, and Mr. 
Jaworski, special prosecutor, 
visited the court this morning 


to formally advise Judge Sirica 
that the President intends to 
pursue his motion to quash the 
special prosecutor's subpoena 
to him and that the special 
prosecutor will continue his ef- 
forts to enforce compliance 
with the subpoena," Sirica's an- 
nouncement said. 


"The court intends to meet 


on Friday May 10 with all at- 
torneys who are participating 
in litigation regarding the sub- 
poena in preparation for oral 
arguments 
scheduled 
for 2 


p.m., Monday, May 13," Sirica 
added. 


St. Clair declined to say 


Tuesday what Nixon would do 
if the Supreme Court should 
rule against him, saying "it is 
rhetorical and hypothetical and 
I don't think we will get to that 
point." 


St. Clair also said Nixon 


would give no more tapes to 
the House Judiciary Committee 
for its impeachment inquiry. 
The committee has requested 
tapes of about 75 Watergate-re- 
lated conversations.

W.H. Tipton returned an inquest 
verdict of "death by self- 
inflicted gunshot wounds" in the 
death of Lee Roy Hartley, 61, of 
Rice, father-in-law of newly 
elected Rice city commissioner, 
Kenneth Rawlings. 


Investigating officer Grady 


McCall reported that he was 
called to the Rawlings home 
about 7 p.m. He said Hartley's 
daughter had heard a shot about 
6:50 p.m. and she and her 
husband found her father in his 
pickup truck which was parked 
in front of their home. 


McCall said Hartley had been 


shot once in the right temple. 
The 22 caliber pistol was found 
in the truck and McCall said 
the gun had apparently fallen 


out of Hartley's hand. 


Hartley was pronounced dead 


on arrival when Judge Tipton 
held an inquest at 7:30 p.m. 


Funeral services will be at 2 


p.m. at the Corley Funeral 
Home Chapel. Hartley was a 
native of Boyce and will be 
buried at Rice Cemetery.

Corsicana merchants were 


warned Wednesday by Police 
Chief Don Massey to get any of 
more than 20 different products 
that have "toxic vapors" off 
their shelves that have been 
accessible to minors and "get 
them where these products 
have to be obtained by asking 
for them" or face prosecution 
under 
^orsicana's 
"glue- 


sniffing" ordinance. 


Chief Massey said he was 


having officers go around to 
stores today to begin alerting 
them to the products in question 
after police "rounded up five 
kids, from 12 to 16, last night for 
sniffing acrylics they get in 
spray cans and spray into 
plastic bags, then inhale." 


"THIS IS getting to be serious 


and we are going to have a 
deceased 
youngster on our 


hands or some crazy children as 
this stuff affects the mind," 
Chief Massey said. 


Massey said he "was most 


upset" and seriously concerned 
after 
last 
night's incident, 


noting "this makes about 20 
cases involving kids 
we've 


picked up lately for glue- 
sniffing." 


Massey said the "only way 


this can be stopped is by getting 
cooperation of merchants." He 
said the city adopted its or- 
dinance Jan. 21, 1969, to help 
control and prevent minors 
from having access to model 
builders 
glue 
and 
other 


products which give off toxic 
vapors which young people 
inhale "to get high." 


"WE HAVE got to have 


cooperation from 
merchants 


who sell this stuff; they've got 
to cooperate because after we 
get 
into 
it 
(apprehending 


youngsters who have sniffed the 
toxic fumes), it's too late. The 
kids have already bought it, and 
are sniffing it, and we could 
have a fatality on our hands, or 
some youngster to lose his 
mind," Massey said. 


He said he recalled all too 


well the death of a young 
Corsicana 
boy about 
three 


years ago who had 
sniffed 


fumes from an aerosol spray 
can and subsequently died—"he 
choked on his own saliva, that's 
the way this stuff affects some 
people." 


While there are more than 20 


different products on a "suspect 
subject list" which Massey is 
having re-produced and made 
available as of today through 
the police department, he said 
at this time, "I am most con- 
cerned about getting three of 
these 
products 
off 
store 


shelves—put back where kids 
don't have access to them, and 
if allowed to buy, they have to 
ask for it." 


"THESE three are: 1. Clear 


Acrylic Plastic (in a spray 
can); 2. Perma Clear Acrylic (a 
sealer for paints in aerosol 
cans); and 3. Ignition Sealer, 
that 
can 
be 
bought 
in 


automotive 
supply 
stores, 


variety and discount stores," 
the police chief said. 


"If I catch any merchant with 


any 
of these 
toxic fumes 


products on this list we are 
furnishing on the open shelves, I 


am going to prosecute in city 
court to the fullest extent of the 
law," Chief Massey warned. 


He said the ordinance doesn't 


prohibit sale of such products, 
but it does regulate the manner 
in which they may be dispensed 
and this is what he is going to 
enforce before a tragedy results 
from 
minors 
getting 
and 


inhaling the toxic materials. 


"THESE products contain 


chemicals that makes a user get 
high 
(intoxicated); 
and 


sometimes kids get sick and 
vomit and that's when their 
parents 
begin 
to 
suspect 


something," Chief Massey said. 
He said other symptoms that a 
person has been sniffing the 
fumes are "red, bloodshot eyes, 
drippy and 
red 
(inflamed) 


nostrils, and 
complaints of 


being sick at their stomach." 
He urged all parents to be alert 
to such symptoms. 


Massey said the ordinance 


requires that a seller, in selling 
products commonly referred to 
as "glue sniffers" must record 
the "name, age, address, sex, 
date of sale, name of product 
and parent or guardian's name 
even if they are standing there 
when a minor makes a pur- 
chase." 


Massey said he is "asking for 


cooperation of stores which 
handle these 
products, but 


warning them now I am going to 
crack down and enforce this 
ordinance if we don't get their 
cooperation." He said he had 
checked his legal position on 
this and the city had the or- 
dinance on the books to back 
him up. 


WHILE he is sending police 


around 
Wednesday 
to 
per- 


sonally begin warning mer- 
chants 
about 
the 
suspect 


products, Massey said he is 
making it the responsibility of 
each dealer to "come up here to 
the police department and pick 
up a copy of the list with those 
more than 20 different products 
on 
it" 
for 
their 
own 


enlightenment. 


As he was talking Ur a news 


reporter, Chief Massey com- 
plained " "this stuff in these 
plastic bags we got when these 
kids were picked up last night is 
making me sick right here in 
the office. I don't see how any of 
these kids can inhale that stuff 
without getting sick almost 
immediately." 


MASSEY 
said 
officers 


received a tip that kids were 
sniffing glue about G:45 p.m. 
Tuesday in the 400 block of S. 
38th street behind some vacant 
houses. Sgt. Melvin Byrd and 
Officers 
Frank Parhm and 


James Longorio were dispat- 
ched, 
found 
three 
youths 


sniffing 
fumes from 
plastic 


bags, and learned from them 
the names and addresses of 
three others. Rounded up at the 
time were boys 12, 14 and 15, 
later two boys 16, "and a sixth 
boy age 17 was sent word to 
report to my office Wednesday 
morning," Massey said. 


Massey said "some of the 


parents were pretty upset when 
we called them up here last 
night about their kids—some of 
them suspected their kids had 
been sniffing, but didn't know it 
for sure." The boys were 
released to their parents with 
delinquency resumes prepared 
for the juvenile court.

ing the great Depression, the 
Dust Bowl added insult to in- 
jury," writes Nail, who grew 
up in Amarillo and now is as- 
sistant dean of students at 
Texas Tech University. 


Nail includes some pictures 


of an honest, man-sized dust 
storm. 


These did not begin as haze. 


You saw them first as a black, 
low cloud on the horizon. 


As they moved toward you, 


they rose to a little height, but 
not until they were upon you 
did they fill the sky. 


It was like a wall of earth 


moving forward at a great

pace, and when it struck it felt 
like it. 


It blotted out objects a few 


feet away in an instant. Bright 
days turned into midnight in 
the blink of an eye. People 
choked and coughed. Some got 
lost as if in a dense fog. 


Nail tells with a straight face 


a story about a cockfight under 
way when a dust storm hit. One 
rooster was blown into the next 
county, thereby voiding all 
bets. The other contestant had 
all his feathers stripped off. 


People told of passing a 


prairie dog town during a par- 
ticularly stiff breeze and find- 
ing all the earth blown away 
from the burrows and the holes 
sticking straight up. 


Some people found a cowboy 


hat on the ground and picked it 
up. They found a cowboy's 
head under it. They asked the 
cowpoke how he was and he 
said all right, but he figured 
the horse he was sitting on was 
getting restless. 


The housewife suffered as 


well as men in open fields. No 
home was proof against the 
dust and sand. A walk across 
the living room or hall or any- 
where in a house resulted puffs 
of dust from footsteps. 


Dust streamed through un- 


seen cracks around doors and 
windows. 


Some persons reached the 


relative comfort and safety of 
their homes by guiding them- 
selves hand over hand along 
barbed wire fences. 


One of the heroes of the De- 


pression and dust days was 
Gene Howe, editor and publish- 
er of the Amarillo Globe who is 
widely quoted in "One Short 
Sleep Past." 


Howe wrote a column called 


Old Tack, a shortening of his 
literary pseudonym, 
Kernel 


Erasmus R. Tack. But every- 
one knew who Tack was. 


Howe looked on the brighter 


side of dust storms by declar- 
ing it was a scientific fact that 
they contained 
vitamin 
K, 


which had the miraculous pow- 
er to make people robust. 


Certainly anyone who lived 


through a few of the bad ones 
was robust. It he wasn't he per- 
ished. 


The editor once wrote, ac- 


cording to Nail, that "the sand- 
storm we had Tuesday after- 
noon was an old timer. The 
dust was sort of clean and 
sandy and it didn't stick." 


"Personally," Howe wrote, "I 


really enjoyed the sandstorm 
... and stayed out in it all 
afternoon." 


Probably the current world 


authority on dust storms or 
sandstorms—most people use 
the terms interchangeably—is 
D. W. Fryrear of the Agricul- 
ture Department's Big Spring, 
Tex., Field Station. 


Called him to find out why 


we don't have any or many 
real granddaddy dust storms 
any more. 


The question had been nag- 


ging at him, too. 


He hasn't determined 
the 


cause scientifically yet, Fry- 
rear said. 


But he has a theory. He said 


he believes that the bad ones 
were clouds of mostly fine par- 
ticles. 


And over the years, a large 


part of these fine particles have 
blown away. 


"As I look at our soil, that is 


very possibly what has hap- 
pened," said Fryrear. 


"It takes a long time, many, 


many years, to build the fine 
particles back up," he said. 
"This land has been subject to 
erosion for 50 years. It is quite 
possible we have lost a large 
percentage of fine material out 
of the soil." 


Earlier this year, Fryrear 


used scientific formulas to pre- 
dict that Texas will have 78 
days of blowing dust this sea- 
son. 


As a couple of weeks ago, he 


had counted 31—including a 
stretch when there were seven 
storms in eight days. He still 
beb'eves we probably will reach 
our goal if we really put our 
hearts into it. 


They have some biggie dus- 


ters on that planet. That sounds 
reasonable when you find that 
winds reach 200 miles an hour 
there.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP)- 


The New York Nets have 
established a pattern which, 
if continued tonight, will 
bring them the first sweep of 
the championship tour- 
nament series in the young 
history of the American 
Basketball Association. 


"We have played the first 


game with plenty to spare, 
the second one closer and the 
third one very close," says 
Coach Kevin Loughery. 
"The fourth has been clear 
cut—so far." 


New York's young team, 


expected by many to fold 
under tournament pressure, 
has won nine straight so far 
in the postseason. A 103-100 
overtime victory made it 3-0 
over the Utah Stars. 


The Nets, led by Dr. J, 


Julius Erving, can end it 
tonight in the Salt Palace. 


But the Stars are not ready 


to give up. "We can win it 
and we'll be playing hard," 
declared 32-year-old Zelmo 
Beaty, Utah's center who 
missed the first two games of 
the series. "But I have to be 
realistic and say it will be a 
heck of a comeback if we do 
win it all." 


Loughery sees the start of 


a Nets' dynasty in the ABA. 


"I never really thought 


about a sweep," he said, 
"but we'd like to sweep now 
and we are playing at our 
best ...." 


Brian Taylor sank a three- 


point goal at the buzzer to 
force Monday's game into 
overtime before New York 
won 103-100. 


Still, the Stars are battling 


back with Beaty returning to 
the lineup and Ron Boone 
playing despite a severed 
tendon in his left hand. 
Boone, averaging 17 points a 
game, scored just two on 
Monday night. 


For the third straight 


game against Utah, Erving 
led the Nets with 24 points, 
three in the five-minute 
overtime session. James 
Jones had 28 for the Stars, 
Beaty 22 and Willie Wise 20. 


"I think everyone ex- 


pected this team to fold in 
the 
playoffs," 
said 


Loughery, in his first season 
as coach of the Nets. "They 
just didn't respect our 
ability, and the pressure of 
being in the playoffs just 
hasn't affected us."

Networks to Share Impeachment Coverage 


NEW YORK ( A P ) - The 


CBS, NBC and ABC networks 
say they've agreed to rotate 
their live TV coverage of the 
public portions of the House 
Judiciary 
Committee's 
im- 


peachment probe, which may 
start May 21. 


Under the rotation system, 


which the networks adopted 
last June during the early 
stages of the Senate Watergate 
hearings, the networks take 
turns providing live coverage of 
each day's open hearings. 


Any network has the option of 


"going live" with the hearings, 
even on days it hasn't the pri- 
mary live TV duty. The rota- 
tion agreemenl can be ended at 


i he request of any network at 
the end of any hearing week. 


The 
Public 
Broadcasting 


Service says it also will provide 
gavel-to-gavel TV coverage of 
the upcoming hearings. But it 
says il hasn't decided yet if it'll 
air the hearings live, or video- 
iape them for replay al night 
as it did for most of the Water- 
gate hearings. 


Il appears that live or video- 


tape coverage of the Judiciary 
Committee's public inquiry into 
the possible impeachment of 
President Nixon won't be any- 
where as lengthy as the cov- 
erage of the Watergate hear- 
ings. 


Those proceedings began on 


May 17 a year ago, lasted 53 
days and didn't leave the na- 
tion's TV screens until Novem- 
ber. 


A spokesman for the House 


committee 
said 
once 
the 


group's open hearings start, 
"the best estimate 
is that 


they're going to run about five 
or six weeks." 


And he noted that the com- 


mittee's chairman, Rep. Peter 
W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., "has 
said he's going to run them 
(the open hearings) three days 
a week, morning and after- 
noon." 


The start of these sessions, 


the spokesman said, may come 


"ihe week after next. That's 
the bp.st estimate right now." 


He said the committee may 


have to close some sessions to 
ihe public and reporters if cer- 
tain testimony might "affect 
someone's constitutional rights 
in an ongoing court case or 
something like that. 


"But otherwise they plan on 


keeping the hearings open."

Oil Executives Defend Big Profits 


HOUSTON (AP) - Chief ex- 


ecutive officers of two major 
oil companies defended current 
profits Tuesday, saying their 
companies must generate more 
money to develop more energy. 


Z.I). Bonner, president of 


Gulf Oil Co. US, told the Hous- 
ton chapter of the American 
Petroleum Institute that that oil 
companies have failed to ex- 
plain to the public just what 
those profits mean. 


Robert (). Anderson, chair- 


man of Atlantic Richfield Co., 
said at the company's annual 
stockholder's meeting in Hous- 
lon that record first quarter 
earnings in 1974 are vital to the 
future of both the company and 
the country's energy needs. 


Gulf Oil Corp., owner of the 


domestic operation, Gulf Oil 
Co. US, recently reported earn- 
ings of $290 million or $1.49 per 
share of common stock for the 
first quarter of 1974. This was 
up 76 per cent over the 1974 
first quarter. 


ARCO reported first quarter 


earnings of $93.9 million, or 
$1.05 per share, up 87 per cent 
from the 1973 first quarter of 
$50.3 million, or 89 cents a 
share. 


Both Bonner and Anderson 


said their companies return on 
invested capital is less than 
many other major manufac- 
luring concerns. 


"The average American ... 


does not understand when you 


talk about return on investmeni 
or invested capital," Bonner 
said. "He thinks generally you 
are talking about per cent re- 
turn on sales, or that type of 
ihing." 


Gulf Oil said its return on in- 


vested capital—the amount of 
return on money invested in the 
company—was 13.3 per cent 
over the past year. Anderson 
said ARCO had a return on in- 
vested capital in the first three 
months of 1973 of 11.9 per cent, 
up from 8.9 per cent return in 
1973 and the G..7 per cent return 
in 1972. 


Anderson said ARCO plans to 


spend $1 billion this year, and 
must generate capital to fund 
that expansion and built a good 


enough profit picture lo entice 
lenders.ARCO needs a 12 per- 
cent return on its investment to 
do that, he said. 


Bonner said for the full year 


of 197,'i, the annual rate of re- 
lurn for the oil industry was 
15.1 per ceni." This figure was 
exceeded or equaled by Iw oth- 
er U.S. industries, not com- 
panies,
